A continuing resolution of foreign 
aid “prohibits the obligation or ex- 
Penditure of funds for military assit- 
ance, sales of military equipment or 
supplies or for transportation of mi- 
litary equipment or supplies to Tur- 
key after December 10,” press offi- 
cer Paul Hare told a news confe- 
rence. Ge sald the order would be 
carried out “fully and completely.” 

Though Hare would not discuss 
what will heppen with military hard- 
wate already in the pipeline, mean- 
ing en route to Turkey, other senior 
officials assured newsmen that such 
Kems “will be retained under U.S. 


control.” This appears to mean that 


even when they arrive in Turkish 
ports they will not be handed over 
to Turkish guthorities, 

Congress ordered the cutoff be- 
cause it found Turkey used Amer- 
jean weapons on Cyprus although 
their use was restricted to the de- 
fence of Turkey. 

Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer urged the House at a press 
conference last Saturday to join the 
Senate, which last week extended 
the aid cutoff for two months until 
February 12. Denying military aid 
to Turkey would endanger diplo- 
matic efforts to solve the Cyprus 
problem, Kissinger warned.

ADDIS ABABA. — Ethiopia's mili- 
tary government yesterday began 
public triais of former soldiers, of- 
ficials end aristocrats, all charged 
with plotting its downfall and fac- 
ing possible death sentences. 

Yesterday's session, attended by 
forelgn correspondents and a few 
members of the public, was held in 
the ornate former throne room of 
the Grand Palace, now the head- 
quarters of the ruling military 
council. 

In the dock was Colonel Adellah 
Katew, 48, a former member of the 
imperial bodyguard charged with in- 
citing activities directed against the 
military councll. The session was ad- 
jJourned because he had no defence 
counsel. 


The pauel of judges — one colo- 
nel, one lieutenant colonel, two 
majors, and a captain — was seated 
im front of deposed emperor Haile 
Selassie’s throne which was shroud- 
ed in white cotton and draped with 
steamers in the Ethiopian colours 
of green, yellow and red.

WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Defence Department yesterday an- 
nounced plans to abolish the Air 
Foree's Pacific Command. 

The action is the latest in a 
serles of moves designed to trim the 
number of military headquarters in 
the U.S. and abroad to save man- 
power and money. 

Much of the impact has been felt 
in the Pacific area, where the U.S. 
has been scaling down its military 
presence gradually in recent years, 
particularly since the end of the 
Vietnam war. 

The Pentagon said the planned 
elimination of the Pacific Air Force's 
headquarters at Honolulu and con- 
solidation of Air Force units in Ha- 
wait will result in a reduction of 
about 2,400 military and civilian jobs 
and cut the Air Force's costs by 
about §84m. a year. This will bring 
claimed savings in military man- 
power and the civilian work force 
to nearly 20,000 since the Pentagon 
began streamlining the 
structure early this year. 

The Pentagon has atbeady ordered 
shutdown of the Army’s major com- 
mands in the Pacific, Alaska, the 
Panama Canal zone and several 
lesser commands in Europe. 


CUTS IN EUROPE 


Secretary of Defence James 
Schlesinger disclosed recently that 
further cutbacks in support troops 
in Europe will yield 18,000 men for 
assignment to two new combat 
brigades and some lesser units in 
Europe. 

The Pentagon said the move in- 
volves “a reduction of overhead and 
not a reduction of combat forces.” 
Pentagon noted that the Air 
“has redeployed significant 
from the Pacific area since 
the height of the Southeast Asla 
conflict.” In event of a new crisis 
in the Pacific, the Pentagon said, 
the system retains the ability to 
handle a rapid deployment of 
combat forces. It said that modern- 
ized communications permit the 
streamlining moves without diminish- 
Ing the U.S. ability to provide in- 
creased air support for Army and 
other U.S. troops in the Pacific, if 
needed. 

With the elimination of the Paci- 
fic Command headquarters, the Tac- 
tical Air Command at Langley Air 
Force Base wili take over most of 
the supervision of Air Force ele- 
ments in the Far East and else- 
where in the Pacific region. 

The shutdown will not be put into 
force until after Congress has had 
a chance to review a broader or- 
ganization plan next year. That plan 
is due to be submitted to Congress 
by March 1.

Moscow | traffic death rate 
above Western capitals’ 


MOSCOW (UPI).— The newspaper 
“Pravda" this week for the first 
time released casualty figures for 
Moscow traffic accidents. : 

It said 574 persons were killed 
end 5.914 injured in 1973 in a total 
population of about seven million. 
‘This puts Moscow far. ahead of 
Western capitals in terms of deaths 
per car. 

London, with only a slightly lar- 
ger population — 7.3 milion — 
bad 697 traffic fatalities and 8,026 
injured in 1978. But London has 
2.8 million registered automobiles. 
Moscow has only 160,000 private 
cars, according to “Pravda.” Lon- 
don has nearly 12,800 kms. of 
roads, while Moscow has 3,030 kms. 

And while London's accident toll 
is slowly moving downwards 
by 3.5 per cent from 1972 to 1973 
— Moscow's is fast increasing. 

Moscow is only now starting to 
enter the automobile age as pro- 
duction at the new Togliatti auto 
works is approaching its target of 
one million vehicles a year. 

Authorities usually keep acci- 


dent figures and other bad news a 
closely guarded secret. Only re- 
cently have partial accident sta- 
tistics begun to appear. The 
nationwide toll is sti! not known. 


“Pravda” said one solution to re- 
duce accidents in Moscow would 
be to remove storage areas and 
warehouses to the outer city limits 
to prevent truck traffic in the 
centre, It said many of the thou- 
sands of trucks entering Moscow 
each day are badly maintained. It 
quoted Maj. Gen. A. P. Nozdryakov,

Rhodesia talks: 
‘Not the ead’ 


SALISBURY (Reuter). ‘More 
high-level talks involving Rhodesian 
African nationalist groups and the 
Rhodesian Government were forecast 
here yesterday by the African Na- 
tional Council (ANC) Secretary- 
General, Dr. Gordon Chavunduka. ‘He 
was speaking after returning from 
the Zambian capttal of Lusaka.
